. prominent engineers, who at midnight 


heard a fateful verdict of four su- 
preme court judges decree that they 
must die for plotting intervention in 
soviet Russia, were made joyous to- 
day by a commutation of their sen- 
tences to 10 years’ imprisonment. 

Three others, condemned to 10 
years’ imprisonment by the verdict 
after a great public trial that had 
lasted since November 25, were given 
commutation to eight years’ imprison- 
ment. All are deprived of citizens 
ship rights for five years and their 
property will be confiscated. 

The men whose lives were saved 
were Leonid Ramsin, leader of the 
conspirators; Alexander Fedotov, old- 
est of the group, who had begged pit- 
eously for mercy throughout the 
hearing; Victor Larichev, first assist- 
ant to Ramsin; Nicolai Charnovsky 
and Ivan Kalinikov. 

Those whose imprisonment, was re- 
duced from 10 years to 8 were Viad- 
imir Oehkin, 90 years old and. young- 
est of the band; hesgel Kupfiafpy and 
Xenophon Sitnin, ° 

By Central Committee. 

The commutation was decided by 
the central executive committee of 
the union of socialist soviet republics, 
which declared that since the defend- 
ants had confessed and repented, the 
soviet power could not be guided by 
a mere desire for revenge. 

It read as follows: 

“Hirst, seeing that all the sentenced 
men not only repented their crimes 
but by their testimony during the ju- 
dicial investigation had disarmed the 
counter - revolutionary organization, 
acting as agent and executor of in- 
terventionist and military circles rul- 
ing in bourgeois France with their 
other organization, such as_ the 
torgprom (Russian emigre organiza- 
tion in Paris).

BUCHAREST, Rumania, Dee. 8. 
()—King Carol today asked par- 
liament to reduce the government 
appropriation for upkeep of the 
royal family by 22 per eent. Par- 
liament greeted the request with 
cries of “Hail, Carol!” 

The king's request followed an 
announcement by Premier Miron- 
escu that the 1931 budget called for 
a 20 per cent reduction of the sal- 
aries of state employes, included in 
a general Inwering of the budget 
from $214,00),000 to $186,000,000. 

“To set government employes a 
good example,” King Carol said, “I 
ask that the civil list of the royal 
family, which today stands at 74,- 
000,000 lei (about $370,000) - be re- 
duced by 22 per cent.”

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 8.—() 
The public emergency committee, re- 
plying to Governor Henry H. Hor- 
ton’s accusations against it, declared 
today that his formal statement of 
Saturday night “places the governor ‘n 
open violation of the constitution of 
Tennessee.” 

In his statement the governor 
served notice that if the committee 


the legislature organized by those who 
oppose my policies of state govern- 
ment, they will be sorely disap- 
pointed.” 

The committee said the state con- 
stitution provides that “the powers of 
the government shall be divided into 
three distinct departments, the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial,” and that

any of the powers properly belonging 
to either of the others... .” 

To Organize Legislatere. 

When it was ofganized a week ago 
the committee, pointing to state de- 
posits in closed banks estimated by it 
as nearly $6,000,000, said that “a legis- 
lature that is to investigate and fix 
the blame for this great public disaster 
must not be under the influence of 
those who are to be investigated.” 

The committee’s purpose would be, 
it stated, “to lend our aid toward or- 
ganizing the legislature to secure a 
fair and disinterested” investigation. 

Governor Horton in his statement 
declared that “this group docs not 
want an investigation, but they want 
to get their hands upon the legislature 


which the people 
have approved and this effort 1 shall 
oppose vigorously, regardless of the 
consequences. There shall be no com- 
promise, but a fight to the end.” He 
; impartial and thor- 
investigation of each depart- 
ment,” and said he would recommend 
that an examination be made “by 
accountants of national reputation.”

35-Year Ban Against Smoking 
Is Lifted by Woman’s Club 


Rule Abolished Because of Numerous Viola- 
tions of “No Smoking” Order, 
President Says. 


Modernism again triumphed over, 
fundamentalism Monday when Mrs.

MANNING ACCEPTS

Policeman William F. Hays, one of 
the plainclothesmen who rescued Lind- 
sey from a crowd of*angry parish- 
ioners which struck and |[4cked him 
and threw him out of the cathedral 
as confusion resounded under its 
vaulted dome at the Sunday morning 
Service, appeared as the complaining 
witness and was unable to understand 
why Magistrate August Dreyer grant- 
ed a continuance. 

“Everybody saw him jump up and 
shout at the bishop,” the officer ob- 
jected. “It’s plain what he did an 
I don’t see why the case can’t go on.” 

Arthur Garfield Hays, attorney for 
the former judge, said he would raise 
the question that a man with suffi- 
cient. provocation has the right to 
speak out in church and would sub- 
poena Bishop Manning to show there 
was sufficient provocation in the bish- 
ops attack on Lindsey’s character. 

Lindsey admitted the possibility of 
a slander suit against Bishop Man- 
ning and said if such a course was 
decided upon he would retain Attor- 
ney Samuel Untermeyer.

Rep- 
resentative Gullatt, it was stated, is 
to issue three special editions of a 
paper at Union City, advocating the 
merger and urging citizens to sign 
a petition which is to be. circulated. 


When two-thirds of the voters have 
signed this petition, it will be pre- 
sented to the ordinary of the county, 
who, in turn, will call an election. 
If the people ratify the act of. the 
legislature, the secretary of state will 
notify the ordinary of Fulton county 
and an election will be held here 
not later than September 1, 1931. If 
a majority favor it in Fulton, the 
act becomes a law and the merger 
will be effective on January 1, 1932. 

It is provided under the act of 
1929 that all assets and liabilities of 
Campbell county will become the 
property’ of Fulton county. and that 
the county seat of Campbell, Fair- 
burn, will be discontinued and the 
courts, records, etc.. moved to Atlan- 
ta as the county seat.

Senator 
Walsh, of Massachusetts, leading the 
outburst, said the administration pro- 
posals were but a drop in the bucket 
and demanded an expanded program 
even at the price of increased taxes. 

Outlining the plans, Hyde said they 
contemplated a very large sum for 
road work, rivers and harbors and 
other purposes in the drouth states. 

“The road work especially has been 
proposed with the object in view of 
giving the farmers an opportunity to 
find employment during the winter 
and thus provide for themselves their 
food and clothing,” he said. 

The Red Cross, he continued, has 
undertaken to take care of all cases 
of distress and its chairman “states 
that his organization is able to carry 
the burden.” 

“There is no more justification for 
the government to furnish farmers in 
the drouth area,” Hyde asserted, 
“than there would be in furnishing 
food to any other section of the Unit- 
el States, or to any other class of 
our people who may be in distress. I 
believe this attitude will be suported 
by the substantial farmers of the 
country. 

“Tf we go beyond the established 
precedents of loans for seed, feed for 
animals, and fertilizer, we are tread- 
ing on dangerous ground from a na- 
tional and governmental viewpoint, 
and in the long run will be doing 
ereat injury to the agricultural in- 
dustry.”

COTTON FROM IRON 


Carelton Ellis Tells Chemical 


Engineers of Feats in 
Europe. 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 8.—@)— 
The annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Chemical Engineers 
was sold today by Carelton Ellis, of 
New York, of a new German process 
for making cotton from iron. 

Except for the color, which is 
blackish, he said it looks and feels 
like cotton and will burn about as 
easily as cotton, Mr. Ellis said it 
would mean the production of purer 
iron than the world had ever seen, 
but that he was pledged to secrecy 
and could not discuss the process in 
detail. 

Mr. Ellis also told of the Ger- 
man process for producing urea. 
which is made from a mixture of 
ammonia and carbon dioxide gases. 
Urea, he explained, not only is used 
for fertilizer but for the manufacture 
of unbreakable china ware. 

Motorists may look for further im- 
provement of gasoline and lubricants 
from the hydrogenation process, said 
H. FE. Howe, editor of Industrial and 
Engineerin’y Chemistry, who predicted 
it could be made to convert crude 
petroleum completely into gasoline of 
high quality. 

M. W. Boyer. director of research 
of the Standard Oil Company of 
Louisiana, said the process first was 
developed at Baton Rouge, and that 
its potentialities had only been 
touched. Alfred H. White, of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, termed the proc- 
ess as the “outstanding feature in 
chemical engineering for the year.

CITRUS STATES URGE 
LIFTING OF PATENT BAN 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 8.—+P)— 
Alabama, Arizona, California, Flor- 
ida, Georgia, Louisiana and Texas, 
producing practically the entire citrus 
crop of the United States, today join- 
ed in urging the supreme court to 
hold that fruit growers may use a pre- 
servative, recommended by the agricul- 
tural: department, notwithstanding 
that the process be covered by a 
patent. 

The question came before the court 
in an appeal by the American Fruit 
Growers, Incorporated, of New York 
city, against the Brogdex Company 
controlling a patent covering a method 
of preserving fruit by preventing de- 


ay.

increase. Last year, $1,781,000 of 
private funds was contributed for this 
purpose.

And 
their adversaries no less. 

We know, of course, that nothing 
worth while in this world is achieved 
without fighting for it, without suf- 
fering and without tears.

The Nut That the Nuts Argued. 
The particular nut that the nutty 


lawyers presented was described by 
them as “the most important and 
fundamental question in constitution- | 
al Jaw that has ever been presented | 
in an appellate court!”

It was that since the adoption of 
the tenth amendment with its reser- 
vation to the people of all their pow- 
ers not previously delegated “to the 
United States,” no amendment giving 
the national government added power 
over the people or their rights can 
be adopted save by the people in con- 
ventions assembled in their several 
states; and 

As the eighteenth amendment has 
never beén adopted by the people, to 
whom the power to adept it “was ex- 
pressly reserved by the tenth amend- 
ment,” therefore the amendment and 
the acts under it are unconstitutional, 
null and void. 

In other words, the anti-amend- 
ment lawyers contended that the 
tenth amendment nullified the power 
of legislative amendment contained in 
the Fifth article of the original con- 


stitution. 


How Additions Have Been Made. 

It is historic, of course, that the 
constitution, in Article V, provides 
for its own amendment whenever two- 
thirds of the houses of congress, or a 
convention called upon the application 
of two-thirds of the states, propose 
amendments. In either case the 
amendment or amendments are to be- 
come valid as parts of the constitu- 
tion when ratified by the legislatures 
of or conventions in three-fourths of 
the states and congress has full dis- 
cretion to say which method shall be 
used, 

It is also historic that 22 amend- 
ments have been submitted by con- 
gress, all of them subject to ratifica- 
tion by the legislatures of the states, 
and none of them by conventions. 

Nineteen of the 22 have been so 
ratified. There have not been yet 
ratified and it is a mooted constitu- 
tional question whether they are not 
xet pending and capable of being rat- 
ified yet. 

Anyhow all those pronounced rati- 
fied have been recognized and upheld 
by the supreme court of the nation.

Convention Not Much Esteemed. 


The first mode of amendment agreed 
upon by the constitutional convention 
provided only for a convention on 
application of the legislatures of two- 
thirds of the states, but as Hamil- 
ton afterwards explained, that meth- 
od was thought so costly and subject 
to long delays, that the additional 
plan of ratification by legislatures was 
agreed upon as it has since stood in 
the constitution. 

No convention has ever been as- 
sembled, although before the consti- 
tution was two years old Virginia and 
New York petitioned for such a con- 
vention. In 1832-3 the legislature of 
South Carolina resolved that “a con- 
vention of the states” ought to be 
called, while Georgia and Alabama 
followed Article V and formally ap- 
plied for “a convention” to propose 
amendments. 

Delaware, reading Article V literal- 
ly, replied.that “the constitution does 
not recognize any such tribunal or po- 
litical assemblage as a convention: of 
the states,” and that any convention 
called by the congress “inust be a 
convention of the people’—and that is 
right.

amendment has never been adopted 
by the people, to whom the power to 
adopt it was expressly reserved by the 
10th amendment,” and they say that 
in face of the fact that when the 10th 
amendment was being framed by the 
congress the qualification “expressly” 
before “delegated” was moved and was 
rejected. 

The supreme court has interpreted 
this 10th amendment in many cases, 
beginning with the famous case of 
Chisholm vs. Georgia, which led to the 
proposal and adoption of the 11th 
amendment.

Gas Tax Revision. 

It is now generally agreed that if 
the legislature does not force a sum- 
mary adjournment, as has been indi- 
cated in some quarters, the first 
major fight will be an effort to divert 
the gas tax to the payment of the 
appropriations over-due schools, in- 
stitutions and pensioners. 

Touabing specifically upon the con- 
ditions at the Milledgeville sanitarium 
(hospital for the insane), the gover- 
nor revealed that on December 1, be- 
fore he had read the letter of J. T. 
Brantley, president of the board, a 
check for $117,500 had been sent .to 
this institution. 

Brantley advised the governor on 
November 29 that “grim tragedy” 
stared the hospital in the face unless 
the executive could pYopose some re- 


lief, 
Advice to Brantley. 

“Of the $117,500.50 sent the hos- 
pital on December 1,”’ Governor Hard- 
man declared, “$68,750 was for the 
building fund and the rest for main- 
tenance. If I] were in Mr. Brant- 
ley’s place, and conditions there are 
as he describes them, I would use 
the building appropriation for main- 
tenance until other relief was pro- 
vided.” 

The executive revealed, in his dis- 
cussion of the Milledgeville institu- 
tion’s affairs, that there are now 90 
violently insane patients in the vari- 
ous jails of the state awaiting admis- 
sion, to the hospital and that 459 
applications for admission have been 
declined since January 1. 

Figures in the executiye’s posses- 
sion also showed that the number 
of violently insane, incarcerated in 
jails awaiting room at Milledgeville, 
has steadily advanced from 36 in Oc- 
tober, 1927. to 45 in October, 1928, 
57. in October, 1929, and 90 in Octo- 
ber. 1930. 

_ The four-year increase in popula- 
tion at the Milledgeville hospital is 
shown in the following figures:

1928 5.069 

1929 5,290

Two of the strongest appeals yet 
made for a special session are a let- 
ter_ from State’ Senator Seaborn 
Wright to The Constitution and a 
letter to the governor from Will C.

Seaborn Wright's Letter. 

Senator Wright's letter to the Con- 
stitution follows: 

“I am neither a prophet nor the 
son of a prophet, but friends who 
know me give me credit for a little 
common sense and I am sure .my 
long service in the legislature gives 
me a fair knowledge of what the leg- 
islature will do under given circum- 
stances, 

“Under ordinary conditions legisla- 
tors can be counted on to do fool 
things or do nothing. ‘They will play 
politics, sometimes dirty politics, but 
when state conditions are simply ap- 
palling as they are in Georgia today, 
any legislator will meet the crisis 
with a degree of wisdom and patriot¢ 
ism undreamed of, if you put it 
straight up to him. 

Co-operation Predicted. 

‘All of this foolish talk about the 
present legislature in event an extra 
session is called by Governor Hard- 
man, refusing to co-operate with him 
Im A great emergency which shames 
the state and = grievously wrengs 
thousands of our people, is sheer pop- 
pycock. 

“I think I know remarkably well 
Governor-elect Russell. To say of 
him that he would refuse to back 
Governor Hardman in an honest ef- 
fort to meet solemn obligations of the 
state to thousands of helpless people, 
would be to charge him with conduct 
worse than treason, and so with the 
lower house of the legislature over 
which he presides, 

Cannot Repudiate Debts. 

“I served in the present senate, in 
close eontact with senators and their 
presiding officer, And I am certain 
the senate will meet the governor with 
gladness in any way to right this 
wrong. 

“Everybody with common sense and 
decency knows we cannot go on prac- 
tically repudiating our debts, not to 
our bondholders, bank® and big sal- 
aried m1 but, God keep us, to the 
poor classes of our people, the insane, 
the blind, the deaf, the consumptive, 
even our chained eriminals. 

“This shame falls upon us in bad 
times. While the nation and other 
states are calling on their legislatures 
for help to the jobless, to prevent soup 
kitchens, the ‘great state of Georgia 
owes practically five million dollars 
to the helpless poor. 

Justice, Not Dole, Asked. 
‘These people are not asking for a 
dole. They are asking for justice. 
Five million dollars turned loose in 
Georgia right now might keep a good 
many from- soup kitchens. 

“But enough on this line. Every 
decent man and woman wants this 
state debt paid and paid now. 

“Now to another proposition. If 
Governor-elect Russell is the _ poli- 
tician I believe him to be. he wiil 
forget old animosities, get behind Gov- 
ernor Hardman and clean up this piti- 
ful condition. The moment he is in- 
augurated next June, he is going to 
find himself confronted with a dozen

“‘TIf your own mind offers no so- 
lution to a problem so pressing and 
so grave, may I not suggest for the 
board that you call into consultation 
with you appropriate officials of the 
capitol in the hope that out of their 
combined wisdom you may be offered 
such a solution.’ . . . Then he makes 
this statement: ‘Unless a way can be 
found to finance the needs of the state 
hospital 1 greatly fear grim tragedy 
is not far from it.’ 

“Governor Hardman, if this is not 
enough not only to stir you but others 
of us directly responsible, then indeed 
we have become hopelessly indifferent 
and calloused to the cry of those un- 
fortunate ones who have a right to 
look to us for relief.

Princess Der Ling, quaint and 
charming product of the east, the west, 
the past and the present, presented her 
curious narrative of the Manchu court 
at Agnes Scott college Monday night.

_ In staccato sentences, strangely mix- 
ing an Oriental.accent, American slang 
and a_ studiously developed English 
vocabulary, Princess Der Ling bared 
her intimate knowledge of the imperial 
Chinese court life. Her gestures, ob- 
viously as queer a concoction of Orien- 
tal and Occidental manners, with pres- 
ent-day lecture platform expressions 
Superimposed upon her cultured poise, 
provided a living illustration of her 
smbition to bring together the east 
and the west. 


Aside from this quaint personality, 
which the princess confessed was the 
secret of her winning the affection 
and unusual intimacy of supposedly 
“cruel” empress dowager, the Monday 
night performance provoked an im- 
pression of a childhood story-teller 
laden with endless tales of wonder 
from a wonderland. 


The princess appeared in a royal 
costume, one of the many personal 
possessions of the famed empress, 
which the latter lavished upon her 
favorite lady-in-waiting. Her lecture 
included a brief history outline of 
the Manchu dynasty, of Chinese cus- 
toms and culture and of her own cos- 
mopolitan career, sufficient to, furnish 
the required background for the inti- 
mate story of the» empress and her 
court, which featured the lecture. © « 


A valuable collection of colored 
slides helped to convince the audience 
of the reality of what seemed te be 
Arabian Nights splendor and mystery 
adapted to a Chinese setting. Prin- 
cess Der Ling strived most, and suc- 
ceeded well due to her own forceful 
personality, to humanize her royal 
subject, who, in any less skilled hands, 
would have appeared a mythical and 
esoteric ruler of an exotic land.

Reports Heard From Com- 
mittees on Findings and 
State of Country.

GRIFFIN, Ga., Dec. 8.—The cen- 
tral Georgia annual conference of the 
C. M. E. church closed Sunday. Bish- 
op J. A. Hamlett finished disciplin- 
ary questions, ordained elders and 
deacons, heard reports from the com- 
mittees. on education, missions, Sun- 
day school, state of the country, find- 
ings, ‘church extension and read ap- 
pointments., 

The committee on findings made the 
following report: 

“First, as ministers we feel that 
our past®rs in rural districts should 
live upon our charges, buy or @ent 
farms; build parsonages, solicit the 
co-operation of our own people and 
the white landowners both in the erec- 
tion of churches and parsonages, and 
where our people own land urge them 
to give parsonage sites free of charge, 
and others to give the trees or mate- 
rial free to build the parsonages, and 
all to haul such to the local saw mills 
to be sawed on halves or in such 
manner as the saw mills may require. 
Where we have carpenters we ask 
that they build. with part of their 
labor free. In short. have all of the 
forcés of the community to enter most 
heartily into helping to make the par- 
sonage a large part of the community 
center. 

“Second, we urge that the pastors 
enter with equ&!l zeal into the mat- 
ter of encouraging the building of 
Rosenwald schools for our people in 
strategic centers, operate the same for 
at least eight months in the year; 
plant trees and flowers and beautify 
the. lands around both schools and 
churches, We must realize the moral 
values in doing these things in that 
they settle people down and have very 
great educational values. 

“Third, we feel that we should can- 
vass our communities very thorough- 
ly, find the type of pleasures that 
our people indulge in, and correct 
those that have evil tendencies—re- 
membering that very many of the 
present-day amusements lead our 
young into criminal practices which 
finally end in horrible crimes blight- 
ing our communities and filling the 
jails with young people that should 
be good citizens. Drinking and mak- 
ing of cheap whisky, shooting craps, 
gambling in general and foolish joy 
rides on the Sabbath should be elim- 
inated as quickly as possible, and we 
know no agency so potent as the min- 
ister and his church that may serve 
to set up correct standards for a 
struggling people. 

“Fourth, we insist that our rural 
pastors in common with our city or 
town pastors, co-operate with our 
Sunday school, educational anf wom- 
an’s missionary boards and _ hold 
schools or institutes in strategic cen- 
ters for the purpose of giving instruc- 
tions along the lines indicated, as 
well as that of text book training: 
including both the young people and 
adults. Again, we feel that eyery 
agency such as the public school 
boards, teachers and outstanding per- 
sons who love good work can be ap- 
pealed to and incorporated in such 
movement. 

“Last but not least. Tet us teach 
not only liberal giving but immediate 
giving. and that the people must be 
trained to give as a great principle— 
remembering that the church is not a 
cheap institution begging things that 
it does not merit. Let them know with- 
out abuse that the church stands for 
racial development. Teach them to pay 
taxes and vote; co-operate’ with 
whites; call them inte our councils 
with calm courage in all matters that 
have for their purpose human uplift 
and Christian progress.” 

Considerable interest was aroused 
in the report from the committee upon 
the state of the country. 

It reads in part: 

“We look with amazement at such 
cases as recently investigated in Da- 
rien and closed without finding indict- 
ment against those committing the act 
of murder and more especially when 
it has been currently reported that 
the act was committed right within 
the jail where the sheriff lives. As hor- 
rible as is lynching. there is no one 
act of lynching that we can recall that 
equals this one in fearful suggestions. 

“To us, this one act points toward 
or borders upon the destruction of
